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Village Housing 
Group Will Stay 
In Operation 


Although no decision has been made on 


what will be done with the report of the 
Elk Grove Village Housing Commission, 
the commission will definitely continue 
in existence, According to Village Pres. 
Charles Zettek. 


Zettek said the village board has not 


reached agreement oa what the commis- 
sion's future role should be, but added 
that the commission would not be dis- 
banded. 


"It is most definitely not our intent to 


make the housing commission go out of 
existence," be said. 


Housing commission members met 


with the village board Jan. 3 to discuss 
the commission's report, which recom- 
mended the board contact developers 
concerning a need for low and moderate- 
income housing as shown by a commis- 
sion survey. The survey snowed a need 
for 1,055 low-income units and 922 moder- 
ate-income units. The commission also 
requested funding for further study and 
open meetings. 


THE BOARD made no decision on 


what to do with the report at that meet- 
ing and subsequent discussion has pro- 
duced no consensus, Zettek said. 


However, the village president said he 


is now formulating a proposal for presen- 
tation to the village board. He declined 
to reveal provisions of the proposal, not- 
ing that there is no guarantee that the 
board will go along with his recommen- 
dations. 


Zettek said his proposal would be in 


the form of a letter to housing commis- 
sion members, defining what the com- 
mission's future duties should be. 


Board members have indicated little 


apparent agreement with the commis- 
sion's findings, but also have been unable 
to agree among themselves about what 
should be done with the report. 


Presented to the board in late Novem- 


ber, the report was received by the 
board with no discussion at that time. 
The report was the first formal commu- 
nication from the commission, which was 
formed in June, 1970, by the village 
board.

Northwest Mental Health Clinic may be 
constructed on the south side of Algon- 
quin Road, just east of Roselle Road in 
unincorporated Palatine Township. 


Board Eyes 
Data Plans 


The Board of Education of Elk Grove 


Township Dist. 59 will continue to consid- 
er plans for data processing services for 
next year at the regular meeting tonight. 


The board will meet at a p.m. in the 


district's administration building, 2123 S. 
Arlington Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


The board has been considering with- 


drawing from the eight-district data pro- 
cessing cooperative of which it is cur- 
rently a member if it could find lower- 
cost service with a private firm. 


Last week, the governing board of the 


Northwest Education Cooperative recom- 
mended a budget of $382,049 for next 
year for the eight-district co-op. If Dist. 
59 joins their cost for service will be 
$32,848, compared to $23,963 last year, 
according to Gloria Kinney, NEC direc- 
tor. 


In addition, she said, the district will 


nave to pay for continued membership in 
NEC, which Includes the 10 Northwest 
suburban school districts, or the cost for 
data processing will increase still more. 


Dist. 59 officials plan to have com- 


parative costs of data processing from 
other services for tonight's meeting. 


Tentative plans for the building al- 


ready have been drawn up, zoning has 
been obtained from Cook County and the 
Northwest Mental Health Assocation, 
which operates the clinic, has leased a 
one-acre site fro mCatholic Charities for 
$10 a year. But several factors could 
make Algonquin Road an undesirable 
location. ' 


A decision on the site will be made in 


about six months, said Van E. Wells, 
member of the association board of di- 
rectors. He announced the building plan 
Saturday. 


The association, with clinic and offices 


now at 1711 W. Campbell St., 'Arlington 
Heights, has applied for a federal grant 
through the state for $190,000 to continue 
clinic services next year. The fiscal year 
starts July l. 


The $190,000 is to serve the townships 


of Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Palatine and 
Wheeling, areas now included in clinic 
jurisdiction. 


BUT ELK GROVE Community Service 


also has applied for a grant to finance a 
new mental health clinic to serve Elk 
Grove and Schaumburg townships. If it 
is approved, the grant for Northwest 
Mental Health Clinic likely would be cut 
down, said Wells. 


Also, said Wells, if Elk Grove Commu- 


nity Service is given responsibility for 
the two Southern townships, Algonquin 
Road would no longer be centrally lo- 
cated for the Northwest Mental Health 
Clinic. Another location would have to be 
found. 


Wells spent Saturday visiting five 


banks and savings and loans in the four 
township area, asking each of them to

Police Nab 
Robbery 
Suspect, 34

A two-week stake out for a bandit who. 


has made' a habit of robbing dry cleaning 
stores on Friday afternoons paid off Fri- 
day when Des Plaines police captured a 
man allegedly fleeing from a store he 
had just held up. 


Police said the suspect was nabbed 


about 1:30 p.m. 'as he ran from the One 
Hour Martinizing store, 68 E. Northwest 
Hwy., with $95 taken from a woman at- 
tendant. A patrolman hidden inside the 
store and plainclothes detectives corner- 
ed and handcuffed the man, who report- 
edly offered no resistance. 


The suspect was identified as Richard 


Harrison, 34, of 968 Virginia Ln., Elm- 
hurst. Police said he has been linked to a 
total of 10 similar robberies in the last 
two months. 


Harrison, a father of two with no police 


record, reportedly confessed to the 10 
other stick ups, telling detectives he was 
forced to commit the crimes when faced 
with Christmas and holiday bills that he 
was unable to pay. 


THE SUSPECT WAS chased and cap- 


tured outside the store at the Cumber- 
land Shopping Plaza by Patrolman Elm- 
er Hausler, who had been hidden in the 
dry cleaner's and by Det. Jack Storm. 


Harrison reportedly was carrying a toy 


gun. He was charged with three counts 
of armed robbery, after admitting to rob- 
beries at Burchard's Cleaners, 1406 
Prairie Ave., Des Plaines on Jan. 28, and 
at Jupiter Cleaners, 1068 Lee St., on Feb. 
4, police said. 


The man also confessed to two recent 


armed robberies .in Mount Prospect and 
was later turned'over to Niles police in 
connection with two'holdups in Decem- 
ber at Golf Mill Shopping Center, police 
said.

The capture came after stakeouts of: 


dry cleaning stores in Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect that had lasted almost 
two weeks. Hausler, who had been sta- 
tioned at the Martinizing store since last 
Monday, described the arrest Friday. 


"I was standing in the rear of the store 


out of sight from customers. When the 
guy entered, I took notice since he 
matched the description of the suspect 
wanted for other armed robberies," 
Hausler told the Herald. 


"He couldn't have been in there more 


than 30 or 40 seconds when he left. The 
counter lady signaled that he took the

Biggest Duty—To Sustain Life

The afternoon was off to a slow start in 


the emergency room at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove Village 
Wednesday, with only "little emer- 
gencies" requiring attention. 


Dr. John Donnally, the full-time emer- 


gency room physician, reassured 'a 
4-year-old with a head cut as he stitched 
the wound. 


Nurses presented the boy with a red 


lollipop as he left and returned to their 
routine duties, laughing and joking while 
filling out forms and checking supplies. 


Only two of the five rooms available 


for emergency patients was occupied — 
one by a woman who was having a reac- 


tion to a medication prescribed by her 
doctor and the other by a woman with a 
broken leg. 
' 


DONNALLY PAUSED in the narrow 


cubbyhole that serves as his office and 
the home of the coffeemaker that produc- 
es strong black coffee, then went over, to 
talk with the woman. 


Moments later, whistling' an uniden- 


tifiable tune, he picked a reference book 
from the shelf to look up her medication 
and disappeared again into the cubby- 
hole to study the side effects of the drug. 


Wednesday is usually a busy day in the 


emergency room because doctors' offices 
are closed. 


The patients who' come in usually 


aren't desperately ill but go to the hospi- 
tal because they can't locate their own 
doctors. 
- 


"Generally we" see the typical cases 


that a GP (general practitioner) sees, 
with some severe trauma cases thrown 
in," Donnally had explained earlier. "If 
a person comes in with an abdominal 
pain and thinks he has appendicitis, that 
isn't strictly a medical emergency, but 
it's an emergency to him because he's in 
pain." 


Donnally began working as the emer- 


gency room physician 10 months ago af- 
ter. 10 years in private practice. The tall, 
easy going man works Monday through 
Thursday from 7 a.m. until 7 p.m. On 


evenings and weekends "Physicians on 
Call," a group of doctors that can be 
hired for such service, handle the .emer: 
gency room.

calm, attractive young woman, put it • 
down and announced, "We have a pos-. 
sible coronary coming in by private 
car." 


"Well, I guess that's better than com-'

by ambulance because life-sustaining 
equipment isn't available in the car.

A spokesman for the ICC 
said last week that all intervening par- 
ties in the hearings would be given a 
chance to file answers to the Feb. 15 pe- 
tition by Illinois Bell. 


Severe earnings problems, Hie added 


expenditures for new facilities 
and 


wages, property taxes and Social Secur- 
ity were cited by Illinois Bell in its most 
recent request for additional higher ser- 
vice rates. The interim rate bikes would 
net the company an additional $122 mil- 
lion a year in revenues compared to the 
full request of $182 million. 


Illinois Bell indicated that if the com- 


mission's final ruling is less than the in- 
terim rate increase the difference would 
be refunded to telephone service users. 
No action is expected until the end of the 
30-day moratorium on increases in utility 
rates.

x-rays and then headed for the area 
where the woman with the broken leg 
had been placed.'

part is waiting after you get a call some- 
thing is coming," Mra. Carrier said. 
"You can let your imagination run wild 
if you're not careful." 


"About once or twice a week we get 


major trauma cases, either an accident 
or a bad heart attack," Donnally had ex- 
plained. "It's hard to gear yourself men- 
tally for those, because you may be 
doing nothing and then have to mobilize 
for major cases. 
/ 


"OUR BIGGEST duty is to sustain 


life," he explained. "If a person is bleed- 
ing we've got to stop it; if they aren't 
breathing we have to get them breathing. 
We have to get the patient in a stable 
condition so they can go, to the area 
where we can take care of the cause of 
their problem." 


A man arrived, walking slowly and 


holding his chest. The nurses ushered 
him into the prepared room. Another 
woman arrived, complaining of chest 
pain and, while the nurses got her set- 
tied, Mrs. Carrier answered the phone 
and then announced, "We have another 
severe chest pain coming in." 


By now things were getting hectic. The 


nurses moved the woman with the drug 
reaction, who was feeling better, filled 
out admission papers on the woman with 
the broken leg. The phone kept ringing. 
The Elk Grove Village Fire Department 
ambulance arrived with a woman with a 
chest pain, a small boy arrived in anoth- 
er ambulance with injuries from a fall at 
school. 


Male orderlies moved quickly to set up 


new beds as patients moved in and out. 
Another call came in — the Elk Grove 
ambulance was bringing a man injured 
in an industrial accident. Still another 
call brought news that a suicidal patient 
was coming from Resurrection Hospital 
on transfer. 


All five beds were filled. Donnally, still 


whistling, moved quickly from 
one 


patient to another, reassuring one anx- 
ious woman, checking the EKG on a man 
and chatting briefly while examining the 
schoolboy. 


"It's kind of a hectic place at times to 


be real sick because there are so many 
people around." Donnally had said. "We 
can usually stabilize a person within an 
hour and get 'them out. The thing that 
puts you at a disadvantage is that you 
don't have much history on the patients, 
but you remedy that with fast lab results 
and fast X-ray results." 


THE EMERGENCY room was full. 


Nurses reminded themselves that extra 
room was available in the outpatient de- 
partment if needed as another man ar- 
rived, complaining of chest pain. But so 
far, the severe, life-threatening trauma 
case had not arrived. 


Those are the cases that most severely 


test the emergency room) "The case I 
personally fear the most is the semi-com- 
atoae patient with internal injuries," 
Donnally said, "They are the hardest to 
evaluate quickly because you know they 
are critically ill and you aren't sure 
where the injury is." 


But Wednesday didn't bring that kind 


of case. By the end of the afternoon one 
of the chest pain cases had been admit- 
ted with pneumonia and the others had 
been sent home. The industrial accident, 
a young man with a badly cut finger, had 
been taken care of, as had the' boy who 
fell. 


It had been routinely hectic and Don- 


nally seemed to enjoy nearly every min- 
ute of it, He explained, "It's far more 
interesting and has more variety than 
you see in! general practice."

At a news conference Friday, Scott 


strongly implied that some racing board 
and state official!) had been in collusion 
with CTE to allow the company to pay a

"Why the racing board and other offi- 


cials tolerated this in the past can prob- 
ably best be explained by the fact that 
racing board members and some elected 
officials 
held stock in racing com- 


panies," he said. 


Former Gov. Otto Kcrner and William 


S. Miller, who was chairman of the Illi- 
nois Racing Board from 1961-67, are 
a m o n g four former state 
officials 


recently indic'ed on charges that they 
conspired to make Illegal proffts on race 
track stock deals. 


Scott originally announced his intention 


to file suit against CTE Nov. 17 during 
racing board hearings on applications for 
racing dates. 


Scott said CTE avoided taxes on its 


pari-mutuel handle at Arlington Park 
Race Track from 1966 to 1971 by setting 
up two artificial divisions, splitting its an- 
nual betting handle and thus falling into 
lower tax brackets. 


The suit, filed in Cook County Circuit 


Court, asks that CTE be made to pay 
$4 2 million in back taxes, $734,127 in in- 
terest for the six years and $970,000 in 
fines.

The 50 or so Elk Grove Village resi- 


dents who attended the library board 
meeting last August to ask questions 
about the resignation of the popular Eve- 
lyn Schmidt may have been bemused, if 
not amused, by the turn of events at the 
library this week. 


The board, which said in August it 


would replace Mrs. Schmidt as soon as 
possible, voted to hire a consultant to in- 
terview candidates and review the li- 
brary's personnel and policies. For this 
task he is going to be paid $100 a day 


At the same time, the board received 


and filed the resignation of Ruth Griffith, 
who had been serving as reference li- 
brarian and head of technical processing 
since this summer. 


In a parting memo to the board, Mrs 


Griffith said there has been "a lack of 
communication between the board and 
the staff" and said she hoped the board 
would discuss future plans with the staff. 


Another "lack of communication," this 


one between the board and the public, 
has been apparent since last summer, 
when Board Pres. Robert Fleming con- 
sistently refused any comment on Mrs. 
Schmidt's resignation or the resignations 
of four other employes that apparently 
caused Mrs. Schmidt to resign. 


Now it appears the board has found it 


harder to replace a librarian than it was 
to accept one's resignation. 


We can hope that the consultant, who 


appears to be well qualified, will help the 
board solve the communications gap 
with their staff, hopefully without costing 
the taxpayers too much. 


It is going to be up to the board mem- 


bers themselves to correct the commu- 
nications gap with the public — that's 
something an elected official can't hire a 
consultant for. 


It seems like it's been a long time 


since the village housing commission 
submitted its report to the village board 
and were assured they would be notified 
about what the village board wants them 
to do next.

Hospital, Arlington Heights; or the state 
mental health facility in Elgin.

'Scare Tactic' 
Not An Answer 


Despite the heady proclamations 


four years ago that a new GOP ad- 
ministration -"-specifically, a new 
attorney general — would cut 
"crime in the streets," the crime 
rate has continued to soar and 
soar. 


Now, however, there is an an- 


swer, a solution which has been 
added to the arsenal of MACE, so- 
phisticated tear gases and the 
fang-toothed police dog as solutions 
to the crime problem. 


The author is Judge Raymond K. 


Berg, now the Democratic candi- 
date for state's attorney of Cook 
County and former presiding judge 
of Traffic Court. 


Berg's technique is the "scare 


tactic" — a plan which ultimately 
could relieve our overcrowded 
prisons, our overburdened courts 
and our overworked (and often un- 
derpaid) policemen. 


The plan came to light in the 


wake of his highly publicized 
"drunk drivers go to jail" cam- 
paign, in which he warned tipsy 
holiday drivers to take a cab home 
or face a ride to jail in a squadrol. 


Now, it seems, Judge Berg was 


putting us on. An enterprising re- 
porter revealed recently that most 
persons arrested, for drunken driv- 
ing were not convicted of that 
crime; instead, it seems that many 
of the motorists could not post 
bond, so they spent several days in 
jail — and Berg's statistics listed 
them as "drunk drivers in jail." 


Between five and ten per cent of 


those arrested were convicted, but, 
if you listened to Judge Berg, you 
could be easily convinced that any- 
one who touched a beer during the 
holidays faced an automatic con- 
viction and sentence of a year or 
more behind metal bars. 


Berg insists the technique served 


a social good: to scare the booze 
out of the veins of holiday celebra- 


tors, thus keeping them off the 
streets and making life safer for 
the sober driver. 


The scare technique, including 


the falsification of information, can 
be used in other ways to cut crime. 
These include: 


—Juggling statistics to show that 


every man, woman and child who 
smokes a marijuana cigaret faces 
a long, severe jail sentence. (Those 
who get "caught" by the law quite 
often receive probation if con- 
victed, but why should the public 
be told?) 


—Warning motorists that failure 


to put a nickel into a parking meter 
can result in the driver being 
hauled away to County Jail (while 
failing to note that a motorist thus 
arrested is being sought say, for 
murder). 


Consider the possibilities. With 


today's computers, it is a simple 
matter to juggle statistics to con- 
vince the public that a minor mis- 
deed is, rather, a major one. 


There are those, however, who 


will be offended by Judge Berg's 
distortion of facts. There are those 
who will argue it was merely a 
publicity stunt to advance Berg's 
political career (indeed, he is the 
Democratic 
machine's 
replace- 


ment for Edward V. Hanrahan on 
the county ticket, so we could as- 
sume his political stock has sky- 
rocketed). 


Who cares if we are mis- 


informed? If the crime rate is cut, 
who cares if we have been bom- 
barded with distortions from a sup- 
posedly reputable Chicago judge? 


Indeed, the people in a democra- 


cy such as ours are supposed to 
make decisions based on accurate 
information supplied by our lead- 
ers. It is assumed we are in- 
telligent enough to make decisions 
based upon that information. But 
isn't it time we changed all that? 


Mergers Declining 


Wanna buy a business? 
Now is a good time as more and 


more conglomerates prune the cor- 
porate tree of some of its weaker 
branches. In place of the "urge to 
merge" that reigned during the 
1960s, the motto today seems to be, 
"It's best to divest." 


During the first half of 1971, re- 


ports 
the 
American Appraisal 


Company, only about 2,200 merger 
announcements were made, down 
some 19 per cent from the same 
period in 1970. And in that year, 
there were some 1,400 transactions 
involving the sale of a subsidiary, 
division or part of a division, up 
about 75 per cent from the 800 sales 
which took place during the peak 
merger year of 1969. 


What is happening is a definite 


trend of companies disposing of 
product 
lines, divisions, subsi- 


diaries and idle plant facilities. 
The 1960s was the decade for ac- 
quisitions; the 1970s will be the 


decade for divestiture. Says one 
business leader: 


"By 1975, any corporate presi- 


dent who has not sold off a division 
will be as much behind the times 
as if he had not bought a company 
or two by 1965." 


Pressuure on profits is probably 


the biggest single reason why cor- 
porate managements are taking a 
close look at marginal operations. 
Many past acquisitions were made 
with scant regard ,for immediate 
o p e r a t i n g profits. Some con- 
glomerates just plain overextended 
themselves. 


Not all companies are rushing to 


divest, of course. Indeed, it's a 
buyer's market for those wishing 
to expand. 


But there is going to have to be 


"a drastic change in our econo- 
my," says American Appraisal, 
before we see the 1960s picture be- 
gin to repeat itself.

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Falconry Attack Answered 


As an ardent conservationist, a falco- 


ner and spokesman for the Great Lakes 
Falconry Association, I would like to an- 
swer the writer whose letter appeared in 
the February llth issue of The Herald. 


The writer's concern with the plight of 


wild life is shared by all members of 
G.L.F.A. Land development, the use of 
pesticides and indiscriminate spreading 
of weed killers has cleared the land of 
refuge and food needed by animals to 
survive. As in the area referred to by 
bye writer, industrial construction and 
land clearance has reduced wild ani- 
mal populations more thoroughly than 
even the most indiscriminate hunters. No 
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animal population hunted by hawks 
would ever be so devastated. And rab- 
bits, reproducing several times a year, 
quickly restore to the original level since 
the hunting season lasts only for a few 
winter months. Classic studies made of 
rabbit populations indicate that about 70 
per cent will perish across the course of 
a winter whether hunted or not and yet 
through the summer the population 
seems to recover to a standard level. 


Falconry is an art and practice for 


which an Illinois Department of Con- 
servation permit must be secured. A per- 
son must be at least 18 years of age and 
is under the strict supervision of the con- 
servation department. This permit limits 
the licensee to the possession of two 
hawks. To use the hawks for hunting, a 
hunting license must also be secured and 
game laws of the state must be ob- 
served. 


Documented research conducted by 


naturalists and conservationists not asso- 
ciated with falconry have shown the 
great majority of hawks and falcons, 
about 80 per cent, do not survive their 
first year. The falconer, in capturing his 
bird, actually assures the survival of at 
least that one Many falconers are cur- 
rently working on breeding projects in 
the hope that the species may be propa- 
gated, but these are not yet proving suc- 
cessful. 


While the activities of a faconer may 


appear peculiar, we do not consider our- 
selves to be "mighty hunters" since the 
sport of falconry is in the training and 
flying of the hawks. A hawk by nature is 
not an indiscriminate killer and takes 
only what he needs for food. Likewise,

MANAGEMENT audit consists of a

700 questions are involved, it frequently 
takes up to five hours for one interview. 
Management and the consultants then 
analyze the answers and take whatever 
steps are indicated. 


How does this system get employes — 


top managers, middle managers and 
blue collar employes — to open up and 
talk freely? Give them guaranteed 
anonymity, says Bowles. Let them talk 
to someone from the outside with no 
emotional nor career ax to grind, not to 
an edgy boss. 


To get additional information and an 


overall balance, the Marquis-Bowles 
teams also check the company's sup- 
pliers, bankers, distributors, customers 
and sometimes even the competitors.

The Truth About Making Easy Cash 


by CARLTON SMITH 


It is pleasant to make money without 


having to sweat for it. Almost everyone 
shares this view of easy money, but 
there are two different ways of seeking 
the golden fleece. This tends to divide 
the world into two kinds of people. 


There are those who seek to lay up 


riches by devising easy-money schemes 
for the others . . . and there are the 
others. The latter are the, ones who get 
fleeced. 


We need to be reminded frequently 


that almost no easy-money scheme ever 
improves the financial position of anyone 
except the promoter of the scheme, and 
there have been several such reminders 
in recent weeks: 


One of the costliest of fur coats is 


provided by a cunning little animal, the 
chinchilla. It might be reasonable to be- 
lieve, then, that if you acquired a couple 
of affectionate chinchillas and arranged 
for them to have numerous offspring, 
you'd have a small gold mine going in 
the basement, or garage or wherever. 


IT SEEMED reasonable to the hun- 


dreds of victims, spread over 20 states, 


who were swindled out of more than $2 
million before postal inspectors broke up 
the caper with mail fraud convictions in 
Des Moines not long ago. The plot called 
for buying your breeding stock from the 
promoters — who promised to buy back, 
in turn, all the furry offspring that 
mama and papa chinchilla could pro- 
duce. 


The catch was, said the postal in- 


spectors, that the breeding stock was 
sold "at inflated prices of $400 per ani- 
mal," and the buy-back promise was a 
fraud. 


You may wonder why the victims 


didn't ask themselves one question — or 
ask it of the rpomoters: "If there's all 
that money in breeding chinchillas, why 
aren't you raising them?" It's a hard-to- 
answer question of the kind that will of- 
ten expose the fallacy of an easy-money 
promotion. Try it, if you're ever tempted 
by some plausible-sounding scheme 


By paying the required fee, you 


could have become a "field correspond- 
ent" for a Mineola, N.Y., organization 
engaged, it said, in new-product testing. 
You'd get free merchandise to use in 


your home, and up to $100 per report for 
your opinion of its consumer appeal and 
marketability. 


A FEDERAL, grand jury recently re- 


turned a 57-count indictment against the 
two individuals who'd been'collecting all 
the fees — and neglecting, said the post- 
al inspectors, to do anything else for 
their "field correspondents" except pock- 
et their fees 


Question- Why should consumers doing 


product-testing for a legitimate operation 
be required to pay a fee? Your suspi- 
cions should be thoroughly aroused by 
any easy-money scheme which has, as 
its first proposition, your paying a fee. 


The fee turns up again in another 


mail-fraud conviction in Laguna Beach, 
Cal. First, you were offered an opportu- 
nity to make money addressing enve- 
lopes at home. But since you'd got in on 


vthe ground floor, you were to be relieved 
of that drudgery. You could — for a fee 
— become an "agent" of the company, 
and make money by recruiting other 
people to address envelopes. 


So it goes. Remember, when the easy- 


money opportunity comes your way, that 
there are two kinds of people in the 
world. There are those who devise the 
schemes ... and the others.

reads the caption under a cartoon show- 
ing an aged priest sprinkling holy water 
on the motorcycle of a Hell's Angel, 
"he's always kept in touch with the boys 
of the parish."

Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 would very much 


appreciate it if you could give me some 
information on what might be checked 
and if there is some medication for my 
problem. My body structure has changed 
in size and this is not due to a weight 
change. An example would be I am 
unable to wear the hats, gloves, or shoes 
that I wore. Whatever has taken place 
has also affected my vision. The eyeball 
protrudes and yet is sunk back into the 
head due to the bone around it growing 
and therefore changing my face, which 
was round, to a more oblong shape. My 
ears have been giving me much trouble. 
My mouth and throat have grown up and 
back so that I have to be very careful 
that I do not choke when eating. 


t did see a gland specialist. He said 


bone or body structure 
cannot be 


changed, but my body has signs that it is 
doing just that. 


Dear Reader — 1 presume a gland spe- 


cialist would recognize bone growth asso- 
ciated with a glandular disorder. Your 
description suggests that you have an ab- 
normal function of the pituitary gland. 


This little gland which is underneath 


the brain secretes growth hormone, 
which all of us must have during our 
growing period. The long bones in the 
body calcify and growth of our legs and 
arms stops under normal circumstances. 
If this doesn't occur, the growth hormone 
from the pituitary can result in giants. If 
the bones are already sealed so that they 
don't grow, overactivlty of the pituitary 
gland can cause changes of the hands 
and feet and changes of the face and 
head as you have described them. 


Commonly, individuals with these 


problems cannot wear the same ring size 
that they used to wear. Difficulties with 
vision sometimes occur with this dis- 
order because the pituitary gland is also 
located where the two optic nerves 
branch outward to go to each eye. If you 
should have an overgrowth of the pituita- 
ry gland in this area, it can affect vision. 


I WOULD strongly recommend that 


you check with your local medical 
society and ask to be seen by an end- 
ocrinologlst. If you are near a university 
medical center, I would suggest that you 
write there for an appointment in the 
endocrinology section for the possibility 
of acromegaly, which Is the technical 
term for the condition I suspect that you 
may have. 


I am astonished by your statement that 


a gland specialist told you that bone or 
body structure cannot be changed. This 
suggests strongly to me that you have 
been seeing the wrong gland specialist, 
because acromegaly is a well-recognized 
problem and it certainly does increase 
the size of bones, particularly the hands, 
feet and head.

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Birth Control Help Is Nearby 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


"I think the need for birth control nnd 


birth control information Is universal," 
said Dr. Nnn Koh, chief of the division or 
maternal and child development of the 
Cook County department of Public 
Health. 


It is because of this belief that the de- 


partment opened a family planning clinic 
Jan. 25 at their North District office, 1401 
Ookton St., DCS Plaines, 


"Our primary purpose is to serve mar- 


ried women who want to limit their fami- 
ly," said Dr. Koh. She described their 
typical patient as "a young sexually ac- 
tive woman who is intelligent enough to 
prevent an unwanted pregnancy." 


THE CLINIC IS open to all individuals 


on an appointment basis. Clinic hours 
are from 6 to 8 p.m. every Tuesday. In- 
terested women can call for an appoint- 
ment (827-5IB8) or come to the clinic on 
Tuesday evenings for Instruction In birth 
control methods and a return appoint- 
ment to see a physician will be made. 


A woman coming to the clinic is asked 


to fill out an information form and a de- 
tailed description is given to her on each 
method of birth control. 


"We ask the woman what type of birth 


control she prefers using, and if the doc- 
tor feels it is nil right for her to use that 
method he prescribes It," Dr. Koh ex- 
plained. "If the doctor feels the method 
they choose would be complicated by any 
physical problems of the patient, he 
will advise another method." 


A complete physical examination is 


given to each patient at the clinic. The 
physical includes breast examination, 
pelvic screening tests for cervical can* 
c e r, tuberculosis and veneral dis- 
ease testing, individual counseling and 
complete follow-up services. 


CONTRACEPTION METHODS offered 


at the clinic include physician prescribed 
ovutation inhibiting pills, Intrauterlne de- 
vices and diaphragms and non physi- 
cian prescribed spermlcldals, condoms 
and instruction in the rhythm method. 


A patient showing physical signs of hy- 


pertension, for Instance, will not be pre- 
scribed the "pill," Moral and religious 
preferences can be accommodated by 
the variety of methods available. 


The clinic's services are free to any 


woman regardless of race, religion, age 
or place of residence, and the staff is 
able to handle between 15 and 20 clients 
a night. 


Money has been provided by federal 


funds through the Family Planning 
Coordinating Council of Metropolitan Chi- 
cago, Inc. "We asked for enough funds to 
handle between 700 and 800 people in the 
first year," Dr. Koh said. 


THE CLINIC is staffed by private phy- 


sicians, public health nurses, registered 
nurses, clerical personnel and volunteers 
from the Palatine Planned Parenthood 
Auxiliary. 


"At the moment our services are 


free," said Dr. Koh. "We are especially 
interested in helping those who aren't 
able to obtain these services from their 
physicians — either because they can't 
afford it or their physicians won't pre- 
scribe birth control." 


Although clients are asked for their in- 


come, it is "not done to hurt a patient's 
pride or to discourage or eliminate 
people," Dr. Koh said. "We are working 
on an honor system. We hope that if 
people are financially able to receive our 
services from their physician, they will 
go to them. We are not competing with 
the private physician." 


CHOOSING the site for the clinic was 


up to Dr. Koh and the Division of Mater- 
nal and Child Development. 


' ' W e chose this particular (Des 


Plaines) site because there is not anoth- 
er clinic in that area of this particular 
type. Although we are located in Des 
Plaines our service is available to any- 
one who hears about the clinic and needs 
its service," Dr. Koh said. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center, 


Rolling Meadows, operates a family 
planning center at Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridge for women who 
qualify as having a low income under its 
guidelines. 
The 
Opportunity 
Center 


screens all women for the program, 
which has been funded since April 1971, 
with a grant from the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 


The women are transported to Luther- 


an General by staff from the center. At 
the hospital they receive a complete 
physical examination, information on 
birth control including an explanation of 
the pros and cons of earn method, a pre- 
scription and a future appointment for a 
followup visit. The service is free, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Antonia Rodriguez, a 
community health assistant for North- 
west Opportunity Center, in charge of the 
clinic program. 


THERE ARE SEVERAL family plan- 


ning clinics in the Chicago area — most 
of them for low income women only — 
but these are the first two set up to meet 
the needs of northwest suburbanites. 


Dr. Koh, and the public health nurses 


from the North District office who work 
in the northwest suburbs believe the 
need here is very real. Since the clinic 
opened, It has had a full appointment 
book — even though initially the fact that 
it had opened was spread only by word 
of mouth. Now that their presence is

Gloria Steinem Keynotes Meeting

It could be adequately described as an 


appeal to the masses ... swarms of indi- 
vidualized women actively engaged in 
battling for equal rights, 


And the celebrated leader presenting 


the keynote address at the special Wom- 
en's Rights Conference held last week in 
Chicago was Gloria S'.elnem, whose new- 
est title is editor of the entirely liberated 
magazine for women, Ms. 


"Three or four or even two years ago, 


women wouldn't have come out to hear 
other women speak. The women who 
have come arc not here to honor us but 
to honor themselves," she opened before 
a packed audience In the Crystal Ball- 
room of the Sheraton Blackstone Hotel. 
Kvery chair was filled, with women over- 
flowing into the aisles, 


A few males were also in attendance. 


Some were photographers assigned to 
cover the event while others were ac- 
companying their girl friends.

"There are many signs all ov?r that

G l o r i a Stelnem'8 keynote address 


opened a Women's Itighto Conference 
sponsored by the Metropolitan YWCA. 


Other guest speakers Included Johnnie 


Tillrnon associate director of the Nation- 
al Welfare Rights Organization, and a 
p a n e l to disciuw employment (fin- 
crimination made up of Doris Woolen, 
Office of Federal Contract Compliance 
Women's Affirmative Action of tho De- 
partment of Labor; Catharine East, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Cltizon'8 Adviso- 
ry Council on the Status of Women, 
Women's Bureau; Susan Davis, editor of 
the Spokeswoman; and Mary Lynn 
Myers, National Compliance Coordinator 
of NOW (National Organization for Worn- 
Mi). 


BUT GLORIA stole the show. One of 


the more publicized leaders of the wom- 
en's liberation movement, Gloria is a fa- 
vorite spokeswoman for many factions 
because she is both feminine and attrac- 
tive, and still articulate and harsh 
enough in her demands for women's 
rights. 


"As I move around the country, I can 


only feel that this is a movement that is 
here to stay, A rethinking and humaniza- 
tion process is going on," she said. "In 
terms of power, it is still only tokenism, 
but what is important is our new con- 
sciousness. We've gained esteem and re- 
spect for one another. It's called femi- 
nine realization. 


"We will not continue to be the cheap 


labor force upon which this system has 
run so long." 


MS. STEINEM continually referred to 


women as second class citizens, as are 
other minority groups she said. She em- 


phasized that the problem is a political 
one and the position of women too impor- 
tant to trust to any one party. Women 
have to take on their own responsibilities 
in working for change,,she declared. 


"We now have the chance of taking 


control of those institutions and that ma- 
chinery that have so long controlled us," 
she continued. "Foundations haven't dis- 
covered women yet, There' is no division 
for us. I found one small foundation that 
did have a category to include us all... 
powerless. 


"We are through feeling inadequate 


and being trained as half people, being 
paid as half a person, promoted as half' a 
person and entering into a'marriage con- 
tract that is made for'a person and a 
half. 


"WE NEED -A SHOT of identity. But 


we are learning at least that we don't 
need men any more than men need us."

sewing materials industry, I couldn't 
help recalling my last shopping trip with 
my best friend and next door neighbor, 
Alice Flaxton. I was going to a yard 
goods sale and asked Alice if she would 
like to go along. 


"I'd love to!" she said. "You know I 


just adore sewing, and I'm always on the 
lookout for bargains in material." 


Well, I wasn't aware that Alice was 


that crazy about sewing. I had intended 
to invite her merely for company. 


When we got to the store having the 


sale, we agreed to browse separately and 
meet later. However, I could overhear 
Alice oh-ing and ah-ing over bolts of ma- 
terial, exclaiming over the prices of rem- 
nants and asking for patterns. 


I FINISHED my shopping before she 


did, and when I found her, she was bus- 
ily matching thread, zippers and buttons 
to pieces of fabric and checking patterns 
for needed elastic, interfacing and seam 
binding. Alice really surprised me be-, 
cause she was unquestionably a pro at 
this. I had never suspected that, she 
made her own clothes. 


I told her this as we staggered to the 


car under the burden of our purchases — 
mostly Alice's. "Oh, I know all the fine 
points of sewing," she said. "I've taken 
courses in tailoring and have learned all 
kinds of tricks." 


• I made a mental note to call on Alice 
the next time I ran into a sewing prob- 
lem. 


I .had to help Alice carry her fabric 


inside. She had bought a tremendous 


amount. "Would you mind carrying it 
right down to the basement?" she asked.

WE WENT downstairs and there I saw 


stacks and stacks of material to which 
we added Alice's new purchases./

We consumers have just won a major 


battle. Beginning July 3, all garments 
must carry permanent proper-care label- 
ing. But victory did not come without a 
cost. 


An additional charge will be added to 


merchandise to boost the total price of 
that dress or suit one will be considering 
next summer or-fall. 


The extra bit could run from as little 


as half of one per cent on higher priced 
items to as much as eight per cent on 
lower priced apparel. 


Manufacturers say they have no 


choice. The added cost is a result of 
three factors . . . the labels themselves 
and the cost to apply them, the cost to 
evaluate the article and determine how it 
will perform, and the cost entailed in the 
implied warranty behind the label. It still' 
makes one angry. Why is the consumer 
being penalized? 


THERE MAY BE one bright 'spot in 


this labeling controversy. In many cases 
the elimination of loss resulting from im- 
proper care will offset the added initial 
cost of the garment and ultimately result 
iii a net savings. But it's still little con- 
solation. 


The federal rule goes into effect July 3 


and applies to domestic and foreign prod- 
ucts, whose manufacture is completed by 
that date. Merchandise in inventory at 
that time will not be affected. 


Enforcement is left up to the manufac- 


turer. .The FTQ has ruled only that there 
shall be permanent care labels on appa- 
rel. They are leaving it up to the apparel 
industry to be sure the care'instructions 
are Included and, most important, are 
correct. This then places a great deal of 


responsibility 
on the 
manufacturers 


themselves. I hope they don't misuse it. 


FALSE OR incorrect labeling will be 


even a greater hazard for consumers. 
And if and when this happens, it is up to 
the individual wronged to seek redress. 
It will have to be a rigid watch dog situ- 
ation with the consumer providing the 
muscle in demanding that the informa: 
tion be accurate. 


A complaint can be filed under Section 


5 of the Federal Trade Commission Act 
which guards against unfair and decep- 
tive trade practices. 


It might be interesting to note that 


from a survey made by George S. 
Wham, vice president and technical di- 
rector of Good Housekeeping, on the 
need for more standards and quality'con- 
trol effort, clothing headed the list of 
products that consumers 
complained 


about most often... 54 per cent 


FOOD PRODUCTS followed at 43 per 


cent, appliances at 19 per cent, home fur- 
nishings at 11 per cent and cosmetics at 
eight per cent. 


I suppose consumers should be 


pleased. Proper care labeling is needed. 
But it still makes me mad about the ex- 
tra cost. It seems as though the labels 
should have been on all along.

The 300-year Sung dynasty (960-1279) 


has been called the outstanding example 
In Chinese history of Confucianlst ideals 
in practice. 


A refurbished Confucianism, called 


Noo-Confucianism and tinged with ideas 
borrowed from Buddhism and Taoism, 
was firmly entrenched as the national 
philosophy/religion. Confucian learning 
was the core and substance of the civil 
service examinations, the one road to 
public employment or acclaim. 


China paid a high price, however, for 


what with all its faults was probably the 
best system any people had ever yet de- 
vised for governing themselves. The em-

phasis upon skill in literary composition 
and giving the orthodox answers re- 
warded conformity and discouraged orig- 
inality. 


A move to reorganize the imperial ex- 


aminations to test candidates' practical 
knowledge was made in the llth century 
by a prime minister named Wang An- 
shih. Like the socialist reformer Wang 
Mang, 1,000 years before him, he also 
attempted to give the state a monopoly 
over commerce, improve the tax struc- 
ture, make 
loans to farmers 
and 


strengthen the nation's declining military 
power. Unfortunately, his reforms did 
not outlive the emperor who sponsored 
them. 


IN CULTURE, THE Sung was another 


brilliant, if not original era, particularly 
in landscape painting. It also saw the in- 
vention of movable type for printing by 
one Pi Sheng, who carved type out of 
clay 400 years before Gutenberg. 


But the Sung was as weak militarily as 


it was strong culturally. Taxes grew 
heavy under the double burden of an in- 
flated bureaucracy and invasions by the 
eternal barbarians of the north, who 
more and more often were bought off 
rather than fought off. 


Even 'A new invention, the 'Tire can- 


non" — a primitive rocket — was not 
eaough to keep a large part of China 
proper from being occupied by the bar- 
barians throughout the Sung. 


In the late 12th century, a new scourge 


arose on the arid plains of Mongolia — 
Genghis Khan, whose undefeatable hor- 
des swept all before them from northern 
China to Russia to India to Persia to Eu- 
rope itself. 


It was the great khan's grandson, Kub- 


lai, who finally vanquished the last of the 
unwarlike Sung. By 1279, and for the first 
time in history, all of China was under 
foreign rule. 


In the year 1205, three ragged and

bearded men arrived in Venice. They 
were the brothers Maffeo and Nicolo 
Polo and the letter's son, Marco, home 
after an absence of 24 years and rich 
both with jewels and marvelous tales of 
a distant land called Cathay. 


Later, while a prisoner during the war 


between Venice and Genoa, Marco dic- 
tated the story of his adventures, which 
began when he was a boy of 17, to give 
an unbelievinv world the most famous 
travel book of all time. 


In the 13th century, all but the per- 


ipheries of the Euro-Asian continent suc- 
cumbed to the Mongol explosion. Nomi- 
nal ruler of this vast empire, the great- 
est the world had yet known, was Kublai 


• Khan, grandson of Genghis. 


The Polos were only three of innumer- 


able foreigners drawn to the khan's capi- 
tal of Cambaluc, near modern Peking. 
Their admiration for the Mongols was 
not shared by the conquered Chinese, 
however. 


MARCO, WHO traveled 
extensively 


throughout the realm as an envoy of the 
khan, noted, along with such wonders as 
paper money and a rapid courier system 
of "pony express" riders, this hostility of 
the Chinese. Confucian scholars, barred 
from the government, took to writing 
music dramas and novels. 


Kublai launched a series of unsuccess- 


ful campaigns against Burma, Java and 
Vietnam. (The Vietnamese had driven 
out the Chinese in 938, after 1,000 years 
of rule, and were to fight them again in 
the 15th century.) 


These wars, plus two disastrous at- 


tempts to invade Japan, caused inflation 
and soaring taxes, adding to the unrest 
in China. 


In the middle of the 14th century, popu- 


lar uprisings broke out. By 1368, the 
greatest of the rebel leaders, one Chu 


Yuang-chang, an orphan and former beg- 
gar, drove out the last alien emperor and 
founded a dynasty which he called Ming, 
or "Glorious." China was Chinese again. 


But the Ming could no more escape the 


"cycle of dynasty" — moving from 
strong, vigorous rule' at the beginning to 
corruption and ineffectiveness at the end 
— than could any previous dynasty. In 


1644, the Manchus captured Peking and 
for the second time, foreigners ruled 
China. 
; 


Another new force had also begun to 


make itself felt during the Ming dynasty. 
In 1517, the first Portuguese traders ar- 
rived in Canton and by land, a people 
called the Russians were pressing into 
northern Manchuria.'

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Todoy Is the last opportunity to regis- 


ter to vote in the March 21 primary elec- 
tion, and within a few weeks we should 
be getting some guesses about the an- 
swer to the question of how the 18-to-21 
year old age group has reacted to its 
newly obtained right to participate in 
elections. 


Preliminary 
indications 
have 
not 


shown that the newest voting age group 
is going to become a dominant factor in 
the 1972 elections. There has been no de- 
luge of young voters streaming into the 
rcgistrutors" offices, notwithstanding the 
fuss created at the University of Illinois 
in Champnign-Urbann in the past week. 


It may be impossible, even after the 


primary election, to detect what effect, if 
any. the addition of voters under 21 has 
had on Illinois elections. 


There are two dominant schools of 


thought: 1) that younger, more idealistic 
voters will tend to vote Democratic be- 
cause they identify that party as the 
more liberal of the two, and 2) that the 
trend among youth is toward con- 
servatism, believe it or not, and they will 
vote Republican. 


For what It's worth, it appears from 


here that something in between is true — 
that the majority of youngsters will vote 
like their parents in their first election. 


FROM THE EVIDENCE, the youngest 


voters are responding at least in one re- 
spect according to the example of their 
parents, by failing to register in great 
numbers, either from apathy or a desire 
not to Identify themselves as party mem- 
bers in a primary election. 


At the home of the U. of I., where 


there are 30,000 to 39,000 students, the 
overwhelming majority of which must be 
newly enfranchised voters, there have 
been 1,789 persons registered since Feb. 
10. 


Champaign County Clerk Dennis Bing 


was the subject of a court order in late 
January, when he was ordered to cease 
and desist using "discriminatory" re- 
quirements for students wishing to regis- 
ter. 


And a Champaign state 
legislator, 


freshman John Mirschfeld, attempted to 


get an eleventh hour law through the leg- 
islature requiring students to register in 
their hometown unless they could demon- 
strate that dad didn't claim them as a 
tax deduction. 


The attention that the Champaign 


County dispute has received from the 
statewide television and newspaper out- 
lets is probably not an accurate reflec- 
tion of the acceptance of 18-year-old vot- 
ers throughout the state. 


IN OTHER LOCATIONS, notably the 


Northwest suburbs, county officials have 
accommodated students by conducting 
voter registrations at high schools and 
campuses — without overwhelming re- 
sults. 


The fear among the reigning Republi- 


cans in Champaign County is that a 
large student vote on the U. of I. campus 
will be mostly Democratic, and could 
shake their control of the local political 
scene. 


Whether they are right or not, it ap- 


pears from this distance that the tactics 
of County Clerk Bing have been some- 
thing less than dictatorial, if not enthu- 
siastic, in signing up student voters. 


A U.S. District Court in Danville last 


week found that "defendant Bing has ful- 
filled his obligation under the law." 


WHILE LONG lines of students have 


been reported waiting to register each 
day at closing time in the last week or 
so, Bing has had three full-time regis- 
trars signing up students for some time, 
and last Thursday increased that number 
to seven, 


It is easy, however, to picture the sat- 


isfaction, after a week of harassment 
and at least one sit-in demonstration, 
with which Mr. Bing closed registrations 
from 10:45 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. Friday to 
travel to Danville — with all his deputy 
registrars — to answer charges in feder- 
al court that he was not accommodating 
the registrants. 


It seems from here that the students 


could have better spent their time in get- 
ting students out to register than in or- 
ganizing a sit-in at the county clerk's of- 
fice.' 


From more than 30,000 students, a to- 


tal of some 1,700 registrants is not com- 
pelling. 


According to new reports of the argu- 


ments put forth by American Civil Liber- 
ties Union attorneys who claimed that 
the Champaign County clerk had not 
gone far enough in letting students .regis- 
ter, the 30,000 students at the U. of I. 
don't have time to stand in line.

similar to, our own — there are some 
points worth noting. So I give you now 
my brother-in-law, the critic: 


"In contrast to the U.S.A. one cannot 


speak of a commercial TV in Germany . 
.. the aim is not to make as much profit 
as possible. Each owner of a TV pays 
five marks the month. The time for ad- 
vertising is not more than 25 minutes the 
day. Besides, advertising spots do not in- 
terrupt movies or the regular program 
lineup. They nave a fixed time from 7:30 
p.m. to 7:55 p.m. 


THE PROGRAM usually starts at 4 


p.m. and lasts till 11 p.m. On Saturday it 
begins at 2 p.m., on Sunday at 11 a.m. 
Three times a day the stations transmit

Now he's a tough actor. 


It was Egan alter whom the truculent 


Popeye Doyle was patterned in "French 
Connection." The peat heroin haul, the 
roustings and hard-nosed confrontations 
for which Gene Hackman probably will 
be nominated for an Award, were pure 
Egan. 


At the moment Egan is angry with the 


New York Police Department. It dis- 
missed him less than eight hours before 
his announced retirement. 


"Well I've taken to litigation. 
"I was a narcotics detective in Harlem 


and the Bedford-Stuyvesant ghettos. You 
don't have time to go by the book in my 


EGAN CHOMPED on a sandwich at

"What I had to do to survive and be 


effective as a law enforcement officer 
isn't written down anywhere," he said. 


"I was a aarco man and you have to 


live on the level of the hypes.

On cer- 
tain blocks in those precincts it's bard 
cot to find a drug addict. 


"But as soon as you arrest them 


they're right back on the streets." 


Egan, who weighs well over 200 pounds 


and stands abou 6 feet 3 Inches, spread 
his thick fingers in frustration. 


"I've made about 8,000 arrests in my 


tune," he said. "That could be a record. 
And I don't mean stopping guys for traf- 
fic violations either. I mean real busts. I 
made 56 arrests while I was still in the 
police academy. Convictions? I never 
paid much attention." 


EGAN IS alert to Hollywood, however. 


There is talk of a sequel to "The French 
Connection" with more of Egan's ex- 
ploits dramatized. 


He played a police lieutenant in the 


picture. Since then he played a top role 
in the unreleased "Prime Cut" with Lee 
Marvin. 


"1 played an Irish mob leader in the 


picture," said Egan, a little more cheer- 
ful now. "I got to kill Hackman in one 
scene." 


"Police work is a thankless job. I had 


nothing to show for all those years on the 
force when I left except $80 and an old 
car. I didn't like leaving the force, but I 
wonder how much I accomplished. 
"I guess I was fighting a losing war the 
whole time and didn't know it,"

"German TV Is able to produce good 


programs with a high level even for mi- 
norities, because the station need not 
look at the money. Of course we have the 
usual shows and Western 
programs 


which offer always the same. But there 
are good movies and documentaries too. 


"The youngest of the three existing 


stations, "The Third Program" has the 
main task to broadcast educational pro- 
grams. They have series of broadcasts 
where they prepare young pupils for the 
step from the school to the university or 
working people for examinations by 
which they can better their social posi- 
tion. 


"MY ATTITUDE towards TV maybe 


will astonish you, I do not like it very 
much or more precisely I do not like the 
effect on the people. TV in Germany has /. 
produced the same social problems you 
have in your country. 


"Some parents think TV is the best ba- 


bysitter they can ever have. So they let 
the kids watch it from the start to the 
end. Life and discussions inside the fami- 
ly are killed. Kids which up to a certain 
age cannot differentiate between fiction 
and reality are more endangered than 
grown-ups. Watching the TV is a passive 
pleasure. It teaches the children to con- 
sume television. It is too easy and to 


comfortable to sit in a chair and to get a 
lot of pictures into your room. 


"I prefer radio because it demands 


more attention and it incites the imagi- 
nation much more than TV does. The 
main mischief of TV is that most people 
have forgotten how to switch off a ma- 
chine they once switched on." 


It is, quite obviously, an international 


mischief.

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Will Reduce Patient Bills 
Northwest Plans Outpatient Center 


Finns for the dcvulopmcnt of an out- 


pnticnt surgery center, designed to re- 
duce pntlcnt bills dramatically, were an- 
nounced yesterdny by Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights. 


A hospital spokesman said the center, 


one of the first to be developed in the 
Chicago area, will be organized to pro- 
vide services for relatively minor surgi- 
cal cases which will not require the 
patient to stay at the hospital overnight. 


Malcolm D. MacCoun, president of the 


hospital, in making the announcement, 
said one of the chief advantages of hav- 
ing the outpatient surgery center as an 
integral part of the hospital was the 
ready availability of elaborate X-ray, 
laboratory and life sustaining services 
necessary not only for a proper pre-opcr- 
ative work up but for handling the In- 
frequent 
emergency situations which 


might and sometimes do occur. 


"The surgeon and nncsthesilogist will, 


of course, carefully screen cases and 
only those which can be safely operated 
as outpatients will be handled this way," 
MacCoun stated. "If, however, a prob- 
lem arises during surgery which requires 
the patient to stay overnight, this con be 
very easily arranged with no inconven- 
ience, discomfort or distress to the 
patient." 


"Medical experts who have studied the 


problem have indicated to us that they 
believe that selected minor procedures 
can be safely handled on an outpatient 
basis as long as emergency standby fa- 
cilities are readily available. Experience 
elsewhere indicates that in these cases 
the patient's bill can be dramatically re- 
duced. We're glad to cooperate with our 
medical staff in meeting this new chal- 
lenge." 


A HOSPITAL spokesman said the cen- 


ter may be completed by early summer. 
He explained the completion of the cen- 
ter depends a great deal on the com- 
pletion of the hospital's new wing. The 
hospital's current surgery area is located

where the center will be developed, he 
said. 


The spokesman said surgery in the new 


center will include tonsil and adenoid re- 
movals; dilation and curottages; and 
cystoscopy. 


Plans for the unit include an outpatient 


center, a quiet area removed from both 
the emergency and surgery suites where 
the patient can be prepared and wait for 
surgery. This area will also serve to pro- 
vide a place for the patient to rest follow- 
ing his discharge from the recovery room 
if his surgeon believes this is indicated. 
If the patient has not recovered suf- 


ficiently to go home the same day he can 
then be kept overnight. 


The routine for the unit which is now 


being developed wil provide for rapid 
laboratory and X-ray services so that 
these essential services can be provided 
the same day that the surgery is per- 
formed. 


"One point that we will continue to 


stress, however," MacCoun said, "will 
be the very best patient care. While we 
are very interested in keeping patient 
bills to a minimum, we will not com- 
promise patient safety even to minimize 
cost."

'No-Fault9 Faces Problems 


Illinois' fledgling no-fault 
insurance 


program initiated Jan, 1 of this year is 
facing the double-barreled threat of a 
state Supreme 
Court 
test 
and in- 


vestigations of alleged "scandalous be- 
havior" involved in its passage. 


A March ruling by the Illinois Supreme 


Court is expected on the constitutionality 
of the no-fault program, according to 
Thomas Reynolds, chairman of the Illi- 
nois Insurance Information Committee. 


Oral arguments were completed in the 


case on Jan. 28. The Supreme Court, 
which later ended its term, is expected 
to reconvene March 13. A decision is ex- 
pected the following day, Reynolds said. 


Commenting on last week's call for a 


probe of the passage of the Illinois no- 
fault insurance law by Rep. Brian Duff, 
R., Wilrnette, Reynolds noted that the 
legislator mentioned both the proponents 
and opponents of the measure. 
Duff 


wrote a letter to the Illinois Legislative 
Investigating Commission, urging the in- 
vestigation. 


"This is based on gossip about the in- 


surance industry," said Reynolds. He 
said it is "outrageous and preposterous" 
that payoffs to lawmakers had been sug- 
gested in some newspaper accounts. 
"The bill that passed was essentially that 
favored by Governor Ogilvle and the Illi- 
nois Department of Insurance," said 
Reynolds. "The Illinois insurance in- 
dustry supported the bill even though 
there were some objections." 


Duff said a full-scale Investigation by 


the Illinois General Assembly could not 
get under way until the group is back in 
session April 10. In the meantime two 
other investigations of no-fault legislative 
activities are being conducted, according 
to Duff. 


"THE COOK COUNTY grand jury is 


inquiring Into the matter, and the federal 
government through the Justice Depart- 
ment is also inquiring into the matter," 
he said. "It is my feeling that these two

The grand jury also heard testi- 
mony last year on reported fund raising 
activities for Governor Ogilvie by insur- 
ance interests. The investigation is being 
conducted by Thomas McDonough of the 
Cook County states attorney's office. 


On a national level, President Nixon's 


consumer adviser, Mrs. Virginia Knauer, 
renewed her attack on the American 
Trial Lawyers Assn. for its opposition to 
no-fault insurance. Although Congress is 
considering a federal modified no-fault 
insurance program, Mrs. Knauer said 
the administration has proposed waiting 
for states to adopt the plans on an'indi- 
vidual' basis. No-fault plans include the 
payment of smaller claims to auto acci- 
dent victims without litigation. 


Mrs. Knauer had earlier written to the 


American Bar Association to investigate 
whether the American Trial Lawyers 
Assn. had violated its code of ethics by 
opposing the no-fault insurance pro- 
grams.

Jim: "Bow about showing a few hands 


where the best line of play fails to work.

Oswald: "Here is where the expert

Benefits Extended 
For Social Security 


Until a few years ago, boys and girls 


getting Social Security benefits had their 
benefits terminated at age 18, according 
to Cornelius R. Schafer, district manager 
of Chicago's Northwest Social Security 
office, The law has since been changed 
to permit payments to continue up to age 
22 if the boy or girl is a full-time student, 
he said. 


Full-time is determined by standards 


and practices established by the schools. 
For most high school and vocational 
schools, full-time means the courses of 
study will last at least 13 weeks and the 
student attends at least 20 hours a week. 
For universities, colleges, and junior col- 
leges, full-tune is determined by the 
standards and practices of the Institution 
for day students. This might be 12 15,16, 
or more hours depending on the school. 


An important factor in continuing 


benefits to students up to age 22 is the 
school does not have to be a high school 
or college. Many kinds of schools, such 
as beauty, nursing, secretarial, mechan- 
ics, etc. can qualify as long as they are 
accredited educational institutions. The 
importance of encouraging advanced 
training in the many vocational fields as 
well as academic areas was recognized 
by Congress when it passed the full-time 
student amendment to the Social Secur- 
ity Act. 


Student benefits can be paid up to age. 


22 unless the boy or girl 1) marries, 2) 
stops attending school (except during 
regular vacations), 3) reduces attend- 
ance to less than full-time, or 4) Is 
adopted by someone other than a close 
relative. If the student works but docs 
not earn more than $1,690.00 a year, he 
or she can still receive benefits every 
month in the year. This permits many 
boys and girls to work summers or part- 
time during the school year, without giv- 
ing up any benefits. Even If earnings ex- 
ceed $1680.00 a year, some benefits can 
often be paid.

May Get A New Building 


Within a year, a new building to house 


Northwest Mental Health Clinic may be 
constructed on the south side of Algon- 
quin Road, just east of Roselle Road in 
unincorporated Palatine Township. 


Tentative plans for the building al- 


ready have been drawn up, zoning has 
been obtained from Cook County and the 
Northwest Mental Health Assocation, 
which operates the clinic, has leased a 
one-acre site fro mCatholic Charities for 
$10 a year. But several factors could 
make Algonquin Road an undesirable 
location. 


A decision on the site will be made in 


about six months, said Van E. Wells, 
member of the association board of di- 
rectors. He announced the building plan 
Saturday. 


The association, with clinic and offices 


now at 1711 W. Campbell St., Arlington 
Heights, has applied for a federal grant 
through the state for $190,000 to continue 
clinic services next year. The fiscal year 
starts July 1. 


The $190,000 is to serve the townships 


of Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Palatine and 
Wheeling, areas now included in clinic 
jurisdiction.

Responsibility is a matter each 


person, and each newspaper, must 
determine for itself.

Wells spent Saturday visiting five 


banks and savings and loans in the four 
township area, asking each of them to 
help finance a share of the $135,000 
needed to construct the building. All 
agreed no decision on financing can be 
made until the grants and coverage 
areas are determined by the state. 


The clinic has operated in Arlington 


Heights for nine years. It started in a 
store front in Westgate Shopping Center, 
Campbell and Wilke streets, and later 
took in an adjoining store front for floor 
space totalling 2,500 square feet. 


THE PROPOSED new ^building would 


double the present size, and provide 
more efficient space, said Wells and Lois 
Radtke, association executive secretary. 


In addition, the association would stop 


paying about $12,000 annual rent, and put 
its money into an-owned facility, they 
said. 


The clinic in Arlington Heights has one 


highly undesirable quality, said Wells, 
which would be eliminated in the Algon- 
quin Road site. In a shopping center, 
patients who come for outpatient visits 
fear meeting friends or neighbors, and 
the chance of possible stigma of their 
seeking psychiatric help. 


The clinic does not work with the 


violently mentally ill, and is not a live-in 
facility. This would not change in the 
new structure. All work is on an out- 
patient basis, although the clinic some- 
times sends patients for live-in care to 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center, Elk 
Grove Village; Northwest Community 
Hospital, Arlington Heights; or the state 
mental health facility in Elgin. 


THE MOST FREQUENT patient is the 


suburban housewife left at home with 
children while her husband travels in his 
work, said Mru. Radtke. Second most 
common is the suburban husband who 
has financially mismanaged his life, try- 
ing to "keep up with the Jonses," buying 
too many things on time or simply over- 
loading himself with debts. 


In the fiscal year ending June 30, the 


clinic served 2,120 persons. Of these 848 
were the initial patient, while 1,272 were 
collateral patients, or persons closely re- 
lated to the initial patient and involved in 
his problem. 


By home communities, the patient to- 


tal included Arlington Heights, 208; Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg, 144; Pal- 
atine, 119; Rolling Meadows, 97; Mount 
Prospect, 93; Wheeling and 
Buffalo

pect Heights, 28; and Des Plaines, six.

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Between the Lines 


Renters Learn 
Costly Lesson 


by BOB ANDERSEN 


There are lessons to be learned from 


the recent misfortunes of a few Inter- 
national Village (IV) residents who re- 
turned home during that bitter cold snap 
a month ago to discover their sunken liv- 
ing rooms had become water retention 
ponds. 


The ponds were created when the wa- 


ter pipes in six IV apartments burst be- 
cause of subzero temperatures. 


Lesson number one is that people 


thinking of moving into any of the North- 
west area's new apartment complexes 
should take extra care to carefully read 
the leases, especially the small print. 


Nearly all these leases, including the 


one at International Village, expressly 
and specifically exempt the apartment 
complexes from liability in case of dam- 
ages Incurred by earthquakes, tornadoes, 
floods or any of the other catastrophes 
described as being caused by an "Act of 
God." Also exempted from liability are 
man-made catastrophes such as bursting 
water pipes, sewage back-ups and gas 
leakages. 


AS WAS INDICATED in this situation, 


most persons aren't aware of these liabil- 
ity exemptions, especially the man-made 
ones. Many suppose that when a pipe 
breaks in a rented apartment and ruins 
the furniture, the landlord is liable. 


Young people appear to be most prone 


to these misapprehensions about liability. 
In the recent IV mishap, one of the 
young tenants was first surprised, then 
irritated, when informed her furniture, 
damaged by the water, would neither be 
repaired or replaced by International 
Village. 


The tenant was referred to the lease 


she signed when moving into IV. It was 
suggested she should have purchased 
homeowner's insurance to cover just 
such unexpected catastrophes. 


Which is lesson number two. Apart- 


ment dwellers, where ever they live, are 
well advised to purchase homeowner's 
insurance. 


Here is another point to be considered 


by tenants who are irate at the land- 
lords for one reason or another. 


Do not take things into your own 


hands. Do not, in an attempt to gain 
compensation or vindicate hurt feelings, 
withhold part or all of your rent. Be- 
cause, even if the withholding appears to 
be morally and legally justifiable, leases 
spell out explicit eviction terms. 


IF RENT IS withheld'without the con- 


sent of the owner, the tenant, in some 
cases, can be evicted with only five days 
notice. 


Of course, aside from the inconven- 


ience of being put on the streets with 
only five days notice, the tenant would 
have to forego his security deposit and 
might see a smudge placed on his credit 
record. 


Think how much better it is to-try to 


work out the situation with the landlords. 
Most owners aren't ogres and, besides, 
they have nothing to gain by evicting a 
person who, except for one impetuous 
act, has been a good tenant. It also costs 
them money to rerent the apartment. 


So cool it. Read the lease thoroughly 


(even though the print is small). And 
protect yourself by purchasing some 
form of homeowners insurance. 


Parents May 
See Children's 
School Records 


A revised policy allowing parents of 


youngsters in Schaumburg Township 
School Dist. 54 to gain access to the chll- 
drens' students records without a court 
order was approved Thursday by the dis- 
trict's board of education. 


The original policy allowed the super- 


intendent the right 'to keep personal In- 
formation about a student from parents, 
but make it available to teachers. 


The revised policy was worked out af- 


ter objections by board member Gerald 
Lewin. Lewln was concerned that char- 
acter related notations and behavioral 
problems could be open to staff people at 
school and become a part of neighbor- 
hood gossip while parents remained unin- 
formed. 


THE REVISED policy allows a child's 


guardian or parent to inspect all infor- 
mation kept in the student's permanent 
file. The request, however, must be writ- 
ten and the principal should be present 
when the inspection is taking place. 


Parents also, under the revised policy, 


must approve any transfer of records in 
the case they include psychological tests. 


Village In Third 
Place For Revenue 


Elk Grove Village slipped from first to 


third place among Cook County suburbs 
last year in revenue received from Cir- 
cuit Court fines. 


The village's revenue from Circuit 


Court fines dropped from $112,574 in 1970 
to $102,130 last year, placing the village 
third among the county's 126 suburban 
communities.

A disagreement about the cost of mov- 


ing and renovating the Community 
Church 2Vi years ago apparently was re- 
solved after lengthy discussion Thursday 
night. 


At a meeting in January Wheeling 


Park Board Member Gene Sackett said 
he felt the Wheeling Historical Society 
had not fulfilled its obligation in paying 
for the moving and renovation. 


S o c i e t y president John Koeppen, 


armed with a copy of the Herald story 
reporting the "criticism," answered each 
point at the park board meeting Thurs- 
day. 


Koeppen said there had been several 


misunderstandings or errors in what the 
board had said. For example, Sackett 
said the society had not kept a promise 
in a resolution made in 1970 to provide 
the district with quarterly reports of its 
fund-raising efforts. 


KOEPPEN SAID the agreement was 


that the society would provide a report 
upon request of the board. Koeppen 
added that the society was only credited 
with having contributed $100, when the 
actual figure was $200. 


"You want a resume of the financial 


status of the Wheeling Historical Society 
— that you won't get," Koeppen said. He 
added that some portions of their fund- 
raising efforts arc available, however. 


The question of funding came up at the 


January meeting when Sackett pointed 
out that the society had given $100 to the 
Wheeling High School band for its pro- 


posed trip to Germany. 


Koeppen said, "I think it's the greatest 


thing in the world. The Historical Society 
got involved because it's a historical 
event. If they win, people all over the 
world will know about Wheeling." 


Koeppen said the original resolution 


concerning the church stated that the 
society would contribute what it could to- 
ward retiring the $20,000 debt the park 
board incurred when the board got a 
loan for renovating the building, which is 
now located in Chamber of Commerce 
Park and is available for meetings. 


The society agreed to pay what it could 


over 10 years, with no stipulation as to 
any amount per year, Koeppen said, 


ANOTHER SOCIETY member, Ron Ig- 


natius, said, "The Historical Society last 
year has had to live on about $1,500. We 
about killed ourselves with that move." 
The society lost most of its income when 
courts ruled against such organizations 
receiving township funding. 


Board members said there was also 


some question whether the society's 
money was to be used to pay off the loan 
or just the interest. 


Sackett started to propose a resolution 


erasing what he termed the responsi- 
bility of the society, but Koeppen said, "I 
want to keep it as it is. We've got plans 
coming up." 


Koeppen said one society plan is to in- 


crease prices at its Brat and Beer Festi- 
val this summer, "Any available money 
we have will still get to the park dis- 
trict."

Nab Cleaning Store Bandit Suspect

A two-week stake out for a bandit who 


has made a habit of robbing dry cleaning 
stores on Friday afternoons paid off Fri- 
day when Des Plaines police captured a 
man allegedly fleeing from a store he 
had just held up. 


Police said the suspect was nabbed 


about 1:30 p.m. as he ran from the One 
Hour Martinizing store, 68 E. Northwest 
Hwy., with $95 taken from a woman at- 
tendant. A patrolman hidden inside the 
store and plainclothes detectives corner- 
ed and handcuffed the man, who report- 
edly offered no resistance. 


The suspect was identified as Richard 


Harrison, 34, of 968 Virginia Ln, Elm- 
hurst. Police said he has been linked to a 
total of 10 similar robberies in the last 
two months 


Harrison, a father of two with no police 


record, reportedly confessed to the 10 
other stick ups, telling detectives he was 
forced to commit the crimes when faced 
with Christmas and holiday bills that he 
was unable to pays 


THE SUSPECT WAS chased and cap- 


tured outside the store at the Cumber- 
land Shopping Plaza by Patrolman Elm- 
er Hausler, who had been hidden in the 
dry cleaner's and by Det. Jack Storm. 


Harrison reportedly was carrying a toy 


gun. He was charged with three counts 
of armed robbery, after admitting to rob- 
beries at Burchard's Cleaners, 1406 
Prairie Ave,, Des Plaines on Jan. 28, and 
at Jupiter Cleaners, 1068 Lee St., on Feb. 
4, police said. 


The man also confessed to two recent 


armed robberies hi Mount Prospect and 
was later turned over to Niles police in 
connection with two holdups in Decem- 
ber at Golf Mill Shopping Center, police 
said 


The capture came after stakeouts of 


dry cleaning stores in Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect that had lasted almost 
two weeks. Hausler, who had been sta- 
tioned at the Martinizing store since last 
Monday, described the arrest Friday. 


"I was standing in the rear of the store 


out of sight from customers. When the 
guy entered, I took notice since he 
matched the description of the suspect 
wanted for other armed robberies,!' 
Hausler told the Herald. 


"He couldn't have been in there more 


than 30 or 40 seconds when he left. The 
counter lady signaled that he took the 
money, so I went after him. I didn't see 
him use a gun because the counter is too 
high," he said, 


STORM SAID HE was driving an un- 


marked police car in the area when he 
noticed a man standing near the dry 
cleaning store, 


"He started walking toward the clea- 


ners and then stopped when a lady en- 
tered the store with clothing. At this 
point, I stopped my car across the street 
and watched -the store," Storm told the 
Herald, 


"The guy waited and when the lady 


left the store, he entered. When he ex- 
ited, I saw Officer Hausler, who was on 
stakeout in the store, start chasing the 
subject and I pulled in the lot and helped 
Hausler with the arrest. He offered no 
resistance," said Storm. 


Det. Lt Lee Alfano and Det. Herb Vol- 


berding also were in the area at the time 
and helped with the arrest, according to 
police rports. 


Mount Prospect Police Chief Bert Gid- 


dens said Friday that Harrison appears 
to be the same man involved in recent 
armed robberies in Mount Prospect. 


Holiday Laundry and Dry Cleaners, 412 


W. Northwest Hwy., Mount Prospect, 
was robbed of $45 by a lone bandit Feb. 
29 A similar stick up occurred Feb. 11 at 
Reichardt Cleaners, Main Street and 
Northwest Highway, Mount Prospect, 
where $30 was reported stolen. 


Police said Harrison has been linked to 


10 robbieres in Des Plaines, Mount Pros- 


pect, Niles, Chicago and Broadview.

Plaines police detective bureau, said a 
number of cleaners in the city had been 
staked out since Feb. 8. He said he and

housing and one and two family building 
codes" be adopted by the trustees. 


Dettmer said in addition to the new 


codes, the village "must enforce other 
codes, including electrical, plumbing, 
heating, boilers, pressure vessel, air pol- 
lution, air conditioning, refrigeration, 
elevators and flammable liquids." 


The village currently does not have a 


mechanical code covering heating, cool- 
ing and ventilating systems and other 
areas such as fireplaces, fire protection 
systems and air pollution control sys- 
tems, according to Dettmer, 


In recommending the adoption of the 


BOCA code, Deltmer said, "We do not 
have one standard to enforce, but several 
(standards) which were not adopted uni- 
formally and can lead to different inter-

Sticker Crackdown Beefed Up

Nab Cleaning Store Bandit Suspect

.A two-week stake out for a bandit who 
has made a habit of robbing dry cleaning 
stores on Friday afternoons paid off Fri- 
day when Des Plaines police captured a 
man allegedly fleeing from a store he 
had just held up. 


Police said the suspect was nabbed 


about 1:30 p.m. as he ran from the One 
Hour Martimzing store, 68 E. Northwest 
Hwy., with $95 taken from a woman at- 
tendant. A patrolman hidden inside the 
store and plainclothes detectives corner- 
ed and handcuffed the man, who report- 
edly offered no resistance. 


The suspect was identified as Richard 


Harrison, 34, of 968 Virginia Ln., Elm- 
hurst. Police said he has been linked to a 
total of 10 similar robberies in the last 
two months. 


Harrison, a father of two with no police 


record, reportedly confessed to the 10 
other stick ups, telling detectives he was 
forced to commit the crimes when faced 
with Christmas and holiday bills that he 
was unable to pay. 


THE SUSPECT WAS chased and cap- 


tured outside the store at the Cumber- 
land Shopping Plaza by Patrolman Elm- 
er Hausler, who had been hidden in the 
dry cleaner's and by Del Jack Storm 


Harrison reportedly was carrying a toy 


gun. He was charged with three counts 
of armed robbery, after admitting to rob- 
beries at Burchard's Cleaners, 1406 
Prairie Ave., Des Plaines on Jan. 28, and 
at Jupiter Cleaners, 1068 Lee St, on Feb 
4, police said. 


The man also confessed to two recent 


armed robberies in Mount Prospect and 
was later turned over to Niles police in 
connection with two holdups in Decem- 
ber at Golf Mill Shopping Center, police 
said. 


The capture came after stakeouts of 


dry cleaning stores in Des Plaines and 
Mount Prospect that had lasted almost 
two weeks Hausler, who had been sta- 
tioned at the Martinizing store since last 
Monday, described the arrest Friday. 


"I was standing in the rear of the store 


out of sight from customers, When the 
guy entered, I took notice since he 
matched the description of the suspect 
wanted for other armed robberies," 
Hausler told the Herald. 


"He couldn't have been in there more 


than ,'iO or 40 seconds when he left. The 
counter lady signaled that he took the 
money, so I went after him. I didn't see 
him use a gun because the counter is too 
high,' he naid. 


STORM SAiD HE was driving an un- 


marked police car in the area when he 
noticed a man standing near the dry 
cleaning store. 


"He started walking toward the clea- 


ners and then stopped when a lady en- 
tered the store with clothing. At this 
point, I stopped my car across the street 
and watched the store," Storm told the 
Herald. 


"The guy waited and when the lady 


left the store, he entered. When he ex- 
ited, I saw Officer Hausler, who was on 
stakeout in the store, start chasing the 
subject and I pulled in the lot and helped 
Hausler with the arrest. He offered no 
resistance," said Storm. 


Del. Lt Lee Alfano and Det. Herb Vol- 


berding also were in the area at the time 
and helped with the arrest, according to 
police rports. 


Mount Prospect Police Chief Bert, Gid- 


dens said Friday that Harrison appears 
to be the same man involved in recent 
armed robberies in Mount Prospect.

heart attack victims. 


Endorsement of the proposal by the

The Clean Machine has come to Roll- 


ing Meadows. 


A Clean Machine looks, sounds and, as 


a matter of fact, is a 1972 Ford. 


But that's where the resemblance 


ends Unlike most Fords (or any other 
car) the Clean Machine does not pollute 
the air with carbon monoxide or gasoline 
additive wastes like lead. 


And, as an added bonus, a Clean Ma- 


chine, when properly used, will help 
catch crooks. 


The city has purchased five of these 


supercars to be used as police squad 
cars. What makes them special is that 
they are fueled by propane, which is sup- 
posed to make them run cleaner, prevent 
deposits from building up on the engine 
valves and deliver up to 10 horse- 
power more than a comparable gasoline- 
powered car. 


'The five cars will replace five gasoline- 


driven cars now in the police fleet. The 
city took delivery on three of them last 
week 
Mayor Roland Meyer said he 


knows of no other municipalities ex- 
perimenting with propane engines. 


THE IDEA TO spend a little extra 


money (conversion to propane costs $500 
per car) and experiment with this new 
fuel system came from Meyer 


He said he started looking into the pos- 


sibility of experimenting with some city 
cars about two years ago, "even before 
the trend to lead-free gasoline began." 


The cars were bought from Oak Pork 


Ford, the low bidder for the contract, at 
$3,400 each. An Oak Park propane dis- 
tributor converted the standard gasoline 
models by replacing each gas tank with 
two 18-gallon propane tanks mounted be- 
hind a steel shield in the trunk New car- 
buretors and exhaust systems also were 
added, along with a special gas gauge. 


The cost of propane, Meyer said, is 


comparable to the 25 cents per gallon the 
city pays to run its 400 cubic-inch squad 
cars on premium gasoline He said 36 
gallons of propane is more than enough 
to go an eight hour patrol shift in the city 
without refueling The in-car tanks will 
be refueled from a 1,000-gallon supply 
kept at the city garage

PROPANE is a gas, rather than a liq- 


uid, and it burns cleaner than gasoline 
because it contains no additives. The 
only exhaust byproduct of propane com- 
bustion is carbon dioxide, Meyer said. 


Because propane burns more com- 


pletely it is not expected to foul engine 
parts as much as gasoline does. Fouling 
is a particular police car problem, ac- 
cording to Chief Lewis Case, because the 
cars often run at idle or very low speeds. 


The city is not committing itself com- 


pletely to propane, however. The special 
modifications are being tried on a rental 
basis, which is costing an additional $5 
per car each month. 


If the city doesn't like the cars after 


six months or a year, the propane modi- 
fications can be stnpped out and re- 
placed with standard parts, according to

"Schools have changed but the stu- 


dents attending them have not," Larry 
Pressl, president of the student council, 
told 700 persons yesterday at the dedica- 
tion of Boiling Meadows High School.

'Clean Machine' Reaches City 


by KEN KOZAK 


The Clean Machine has come to Roll- 


ing Meadows. 


A Clean Machine looks, sounds and,'as 


a matter of fact, is a 1972 Ford. 


But that's where the resemblance 


ends. Unlike most Fords (or any other 
car) the Clean Machine does not pollute 
the air with carbon monoxide or gasoline 
additive wastes like lead. 


And, as an added bonus, a Clean Ma- 


chine, when properly used, will help 
.catch crooks. 


The city has purchased five of these 


supercars to be used as police squad 
cars. What makes them special is that 
they are fueled by propane, which is sup- 
posed to make them run cleaner, prevent 
deposits from building up on the engine 
.Valves and deliver up to 10 horse- 
power more than a comparable gasoline- 
powered car. 


• 
The five cars will replace five gasoline- 


driven cars now in the police fleet. The 
city took delivery on three of them last 
week. Mayor Roland Meyer said he 
knows of no other municipalities ex- 
perimenting with propane engines. 


THE IDEA TO spend a little extra 


money (conversion to propane costs $500 
per car) and experiment with this new 
fuel system came from Meyer. 


He said he started looking into the pos- 


sibility of experimenting with some city 
cars about two years ago, "even before 
the trend to lead-free gasoline began." 


The cars were bought from Oak Park 


Ford, the low bidder for the contract, at 
$3,400 each. An Oak Park propane dis- 
tributor converted the standard gasoline 
models by replacing each gas tank with 
two 18-gallon propane tanks mounted be- 
hind a steel shield in the trunk. New car- 
buretors and exhaust systems also were 
added, along with a special gas gauge. 


The cost of propane, Meyer said, is 


comparable to the 25 cents per gallon the 
city pays to run its 400 cubic-inch squad 
cars on premium gasoline. He said 36 
gallons of propane is more than enough 
to go an eight hour patrol shift in the city 
without refueling. The in-car tanks will 
be refueled from a 1,000-gallon supply 
kept at the city garage. 
. Mileage is supposed to be comparable 
to the eight to 14 miles per gallon the

PROPANE is a gas, rather than a liq- 


uid, and it burns cleaner than gasoline 
because it contains no additives. The 
only exhaust byproduct of propane com- 
bustion is carbon dioxide, Meyer said. 


Because propane burns more com- 


pletely it is not expected to foul engine 
parts as much as gasoline does, Fouling 
is a particular police car problem, ac- 
cording to Chief Lewis Case, because the 
cars often run at idle or very low speeds. 


The city is not committing itself com- 


pletely to propane, however. The special 
modifications are being tried on a rental •) 
basis, which is costing an additional $5 
per car each month.

Mayors or 
presidents of the towns involved would 
servo on the policy-making board. Finan- 
cial officers would make up the adminis- 
trative board, which would hire and su- 
pervise the data processing system man- 
ager, according to the contract.

Track Object Of Tax Suit 


Illinois Atty. General William J. Scott 


has filed suit against Chicago Thorough- 
bred Enterprises (CTE), owners of Ar- 
lington Park Race Track, seeking $6 mil- 
lion in back taxes and fines.

conspired to make illegal profits on race - 
track stock deals. 


Scott originally announced his intention 


to file suit against CTE Nov. 17 during 


racing board hearings on applications for 
racing dates. 


Scott said CTE avoided taxes on its 


pari-mutuel handle at Arlington Park 
Race Track from 1966 
1 to 1971 by setting 


up two artificial divisions, splitting its an- 
nual betting handle and thus falling into 
lower tax brackets. 


The suit, filed in Cook County Circuit 


Court, asks that CTE be made to pay 
$4.2 million in back taxes, $734,127 in in- 
terest for the six years and $970,000 in 
fines.

Board To View 
Funds Request 


The Arlington Heights Village Board, 


meeting Saturday as a committee of the 
whole, voted to schedule a joint meeting 
with the village's cultural commission to 
review the commission's request for 
$25,000 to conduct two feasibility studies. 


The meeting, set for Feb. 28, likely will 


determine whether the cultural commis- 
sion will be authorized to pursue the 
practicability of building a cultural cen- 
ter in Arlington Heights or simply aban- 
don the project. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson told the 


trustees that parking meters on the site 
originally proposed for a cultural center 
now produce about $12,000 in revenue, 
part or all of which might be used to 
finance the feasibility studies. 


The cultural commission has asked for 


funds to run design studies on a cultural 
center and to took into means of financ- 
ing such a center. 


THE TRUSTEES discussed briefly the 


possibility of taking a regional approach 
to the creation of a cultural center at 
Harper College but agreed that there 
was little immediate likelihood of achiev- 
ing success on this point. 


A year ago, the village board denied a 


$6,000 request from the cultural commis- 


sion for a design feasibility study. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said that it 


has been village policy not to commit tax 
dollars to a cultural center, adding that 
the commission's request that parking 
revenues from the cultural center site be 
used to finance the studies seemed to be 
a reasonable one. 


In other matters, the village board le- 


gal committee was given the job of in- 
vestigating the possibility of exempting 
schools, the park district and other gov- 
ernmental bodies from the village's utili- 
ty tax. 


Walsh said he had received a letter 


from Elementary School Dist. 25 in- 
quiring about possible exemption and 
that the letter would require what he 
called "a formal reply." 


Village Atty. Jack Siegel said he 


thought that selective exemption might 
be difficult because the utility tax is 
technically levied aginst the utility itself, 
not the use of the utility. 


He said it was the utility companies 


which were passing the cost of f-e tax 
onto their customers. 


The utility tax is designated "munici- 


pal" or "local" tax on the bills residents 
receive. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS VILLAGE BOARD ap- 
proved plans recently for an addition to the Amer- 
icana Nursing Home on Central Road. Much of the 


trustees' work every month deals with questions of 
land use and zoning. Last year the village board 
approved eight major planned developments and

'Prairieville U.S.A.9Book Is NearingA Second Printing 


by CINDY TEW 


Arlington Heights didn't grow sponta- 


neously out of the vast Midwestern 
prairie. It was built, board by board, 
stone by stone. 


Since the village is, for the most part, 


a commuter community, few people are 
aware of the more than 100 years of his- 
tory of the village, and fewer are willing 


to dig through ancient archives to find 
out. 


Daisy Paddock Daniels has filled the 


historical void in Arlington Heights with 
her historical documentary, "Prairie- 
ville, U.S.A.," published last November. 
Only 312 copies are left from the first 
printing of 3,000 copies by the Historical 
Society of Arlington Heights, to which 


Mrs. Daniels gave the book. 


"We're thinking about a second print- 


ing," said Mrs. Florence Hendrickson, 
president of the Historical Society, "but 
we are a very conservative organization 
since we don't have much money. The 
decision will be made in March." 
B E S I D E S DESCRIBING how west 
Wheeling changed to Dunton, then Brad- 
ley and finally 
became Arlington 


Heights, Mrs. Daniels gives a broad 
overview of the history of the entire 
country and how it affected the village. 


She discusses the discovery of Illinois 


in the first chapter and how the home- 
stead act prompted Asa Dunton to claim 
160 acres of what is now Arlington 
Heights for himself and his two sons in 
March, 1836. 


"It was difficult to limit the book to 


just 300 pages," Mrs. Daniels said. "I 
changed my mind two or three times as 
to what should be included." 


Mrs. Daniels spent nearly eight years 


writing the book, though some writing 
time was interrupted by various family 
commitments. She has lived in Arlington 
Heights permanently since 1925, though 
she spent some of her childhood in the 
village as well.

congratulated Mrs. Daniels on her efforts 
are President Nixon and Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie. 


BESIDES history documented by facts 


found in libraries, archives and family 
records, Mrs. Daniels has included 
speeches given by early settlers at "Old 
Settlers' Picnics." The picnics were a 
means of communicating the history of 
the village as well as having a reunion 
with old friends from miles around to en- 
joy food and games. 


Mrs. Daniels also documents the arriv- 


al of different ethnic groups to the com- 
munity and the roles they have played. 
The description of the German immigra- 
tion is a good example of how an ethnic 
group slowly becomes an intregal part of 
a community and portrays the real 
meaning of the American "melting pot." 
. Among the early German immigrants 
who are still playing a role in Arlington 
Heights is the Klehm family. The Klehm 


Nursery.be£an in 1856 and still is in oper- 
ation today. Arlington Heights residents 
who occasionally get caught in the com- 
muter traffic jams in the morning and 
evening- rush hours may wonder how the 
traffic pattern and railroad tracks came 
about. Mrs. Daniels has the answers. 


The street pattern bounded by Euclid, 


Highland, Sigwalt and Arlington Heights 
Road was laid out by William H. Dunton, 
Asa's son, in 1854 when the village was 
still called Dunton. The railroad tracks 
were installed the same year. The village 
became "Arlington Heights" 20 years 
later. 
s 


Albert F. Volz, then state representa- 


tive, conceived of the idea of a paved 
highway running parallel to the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. tracks as early 
as 1918. The construction of Northwest 
Highway wasn't started until 1922, how- 
ever. 


FOR NEW Arlington Heights citizens 


who never knew the 100-year story of Al 
Volz, Mrs. Daniels gives a complete his- 
tory of his life as village mayor, state 
representative and historian, as well as 
his occupation as president of the Arling- 
ton Seating Co. 


Though Volz didn't always go along 


with majority views, Mrs. Danields said, 
he got things done. Among his accom- 
plishments is membership in the first 
volunteer fire department and first presi- 
dent of the Historical Society. 


Mrs. Daniels also documents the - 


growth of churches, schools and civic or- 
ganizations in her book, as well as the 
decline of the horse and buggy. 


Even with all the historical informa- 


tion in "Prairieville, U.S.A.," there are 
some missing details, according to Mrs. 
Daniels. 


"But I always have some new informa- 


tion for speeches I give around the vil- 
lage," Mrs. Daniels said. 


'24 Student Clarifies School's Age

His letter, which would verify that the 
school was opened 49 years ago, not 50, 
says; 


"I was interested to read about the 


question of the'present high school's age. 


As a member of the class of 1924, I dis- 
tinctly remember the building of the new 
high school. It was almost finished the 
summer of 1923, so it was the request of 
the class of 1923 to hold their graduating 
ceremonies in the new auditorium. 


"The class of 10 was given permission 


to have the program there if the class 
would help prepare it. All day long on 
the day of their graduation, this class, 
armed with brooms and other cleaning 
objects, went to the new building and 
prepared for the evening program. 


"ALL THIS TO the anger of the class 


of 1924 (the juniors) because they wanted 


the honor of graduating first from theT 
new building. A fight nearly broke out", 
when the school board gave the class of^ 
1923 permission.

en all sides ample opportunity to be 


heard and has itself adequately dis- 
cussed the matter, Village Clerk Kenneth 
Bonder calls the roll. 


Sometimes the audience leaves happy. 


On other occasions it may return home 
disappointed and angry. There are no 
guarantees for anyone. 


WITH THE VILLAGE population now 


approching 70,000 some persons have 
said that the job of governing Arlington 
Heights may have grown too big for sev- 
en trustees. 


In response to this and other questions 


about local government, the trustees last 
August created the Form of Government 
Committee to study the function and ef- 
fectiveness of government in Arlington 
Heights and suggest ways in which it 
might be improved. 


The full report of that committee is ex- 


pected within the month. 


Whether it will recommend any major 


changes in the size or, shape of future 
village boards is yet to be decided. But 
whatever its future form and function, 
government in Arlington Heights will 
continue to be meetings of men, struggl- 
ing with law, to forge a better commu- 
nity.

Friday Cleaning 
Store Robbery 
Suspect Nabbed

A two-week stake out for a bandit who 


has made a habit of robbing dry cleaning 
stores on Friday afternoons paid off Fri- 
day when DCS Plaines police captured a 
man allegedly fleeing from a store he 
had just held up. 


Police said the suspect was nabbed 


about 1:30 p.m. as he ran from the One 
Hour Martinlzlng store, 68 E. Northwest 
Hwy., with $95 taken from a woman at- 
tendant. A patrolman hidden inside the 
store and plainclothes detectives corner- 
ed and handcuffed the man, who report- 
edly offered no resistance. 


The suspect was identified as Richard 


Harrison, 34, of 968 Virginia Ln., Elm- 
hurst. Police said he has been linked to a 
total of 10 similar robberies in the last 
two months. 


Harrison, a father of two with no police 


record, reportedly confessed to the 10 
other stick ups, telling detectives he was 
forced to commit the crimes when faced 
with Christmas and holiday bills that he 
was unable to pay. 


THE SUSPECT WAS chased and cap- 


tured outside the store at the Cumber- 
land Shopping Plaza by Patrolman Elm- 
er Hausler, who had been hidden In the 
dry cleaner's and by Det. Jack Storm. 


Harrison reportedly was carrying a toy 


gun. He was charged with three counts 
of armed robbery, after admitting to rob- 
beries at Burehard's Cleaners, 1406

cleaning store. 


"He started walking toward the clea- 


ners and then stopped when a lady en- 
tered the store with clothing. At this 
point, I stopped,my car across the street 
and watched the store," Storm told the 
Herald. 


"The guy waited and when the lady 


left the store, he entered. When he ex- 
ited, I saw Officer Hausler, who was on 
stakeout in the store, start chasing the 
subject and I pulled in the lot and helped 
Hausler with the arrest. He offered no 
resistance," said Storm. 


Det. Lt. Lee Alfano and Det. Herb Vol- 


berdlng also were in the area at the time 
and helped with, the arrest, according to 
police rports. 


Mount Prospect Police Chief Bert Gid- 


dens said Friday that Harrison appears 
to be the same man involved in recent 
armed robberies in Mount Prospect. 


Holiday Laundry and Dry Cleaners, 412 


W. Northwest Hwy., Mount Prospect, 
was robbed of $45 by a lone bandit Feb. 
29 A similar stick up occurred Feb. 11 at 
Reichardt Cleaners, Main Street and 
Northwest Highway, Mount Prospect, 
where $30 was reported stolen. 


Police said Harrison has been linked to 


10 robbieres in Des Plaines, Mount Pros- 
pect, Niles, Chicago and Broadview. 


ALFANO, WHO HEADS the Des 


Plaines police detective bureau, said a 
number of cleaners in the city had been 
staked out since Feb. 8. He said he and 
Police Chief Arthur Hintz tried to deter- 
mine the robber's apparent pattern and 
method of operation, setting up stakeouts 
in the stores they thought would most 
likely be hit by the thief. 


"We used 14 men for a total of 235 


hours of stakeout time with the detec- 
tives only getting one day off a week for 
maximum manpower on the stakeouts," 
Alfano said. 


"Of course, we didn't know until today 


that the gun he had was a toy but thank 
goodness nobody was hurt," Alfano said.

The Des Plaines City Council tomor- 


row will consider creation of a new city 
commission to deal with environmental 
problems. . 


The commission, proposed by the coun- 


cil's Environmental Controls committee, 
would include experts to advise the coun- 
cil on how to solve air, water and noise 
pollution problems, according to Aid. 
Alan Abrams (8th), a committee mem- 
ber. 


The commission would not hear com- 


plaints from residents or have powers to 


enforce pollution ordinances as the coun-, 
cil committee had suggested in Decem- 
ber, Abrams said. 


Committee members still want the pro- 


posed commission to replace the present 
air pollution appeals commission and 
have legal power to demand compliance 
with its decisions, Abrams said.

noise, ,and phosphate detergent ordi- 
nances are passed by the council, he 


said., These ordinances are awaiting 
council decisions. 


The city also may hire a full-time envi- 


ronment, ordinance enforcement officer., 
Abrams said. Des Plaines Mayor Her- 
bert Behrel has stated publicly that he 
wants this job included in the 1972 budg- 
et. 


This officer would be an ex-officio 


member of the proposed nine member 
commission, Abrams said. The commis- 
sion members would include at least one 
chemist, and experts in various ecologic- 


Computer Will Check O'Hare Pollution 


by LEON SHURE 


Argonne National Laboratory is reduc- 


ing O'Hare International Airport into a 
mathematical formula so it can be fed 
into a computer — in hopes of finding 
new ways to build less-polluting airports. 


The Center for Environmental Studies 


of the Lemont-based research laboratory 
has reached the "computer stage" of its 
$220,000 study of O'Hare air pollution. 


The study, sponsored through grants 


from the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA) and a state environmental 
agency, began last December with col- 
lection of air pollution information about 
jet planes, airport service vehicles; and 
auto traffic through the airport area. 


From this information, 
researchers 


will try to find out how the size of the 
airport, the number of flights, weather 
and other factors affect the amount of 
pollution generated from the airport, ac- 
cording to Don Rote, who heads the Ar- 
gonne study. 


WHEN THESE THINGS are reduced 


to mathematical relationships and pro- 


grammed into a computer, predictions 
will be made to show how much pollution 
any size airport — under any conditions 
— will produce, he said. Rote said the 
study will be completed by September. 


The computer model could be used to 


help 'plan Chicago's third airport, he 
said. The Illinois Institute for Environ- 
mental Quality, the state agency that 
provided part of the study grant, wants 
to use the results to solve airport prob- 
lems throughout the state, according to 
Rote. 


FAA spokesmen have told the Herald 


the study would be used to help create 
air pollution standards for airports. Sev- 
eral public officials in the Northwest sub- 
urbs said, when the study was an- 
nounced, that its findings may be used to 
help block further O'Hare expansion. 


The .study began with collection of in- 


formation 
by the Atlantic Research 


Corp., a subcontractor to Argonne. It 
tested the air above O'Hare'by airplane. 
It also used an equipment-filled truck 
a n d measurement devices in Des 


Plaines, Elk Grove Village, Franklin 
Park and Addison. 


AIR POLLUTION information was also 


gathered at the Orange County Airport in 
California, a relatively small facility 
compared to O'Hare, Rote said. 


In developing a computer model for 


O'Hare — which could be used to predict 
the amount of pollution other sized air- 
ports would produce — the researchers 
go through three steps, Rote said. 


First, the researchers determine how 


much pollution is produced by individual 
vehicles, then how much pollution is gen- 
erated over a certain period of time by 
the vehicles, and finally, how much total 
pollution is created. 


Using this' system, it is possible to 


trace back the amount of pollution to its 
source, Rote said. 


The job of relating all the diverse de- 


tails, after the researchers have deter- 
mined the mathematical formulas, will 
be handled by an IBM 360 computer, 
which fills a large room at Argonne, 
Rote said.

ICC Hearings Continue 
IVl To Oppose Bell Rate Increase 


Opposition to Illinois Bell Telephone 


Co.'s latest bid for a service rate in- 
crease will be voiced this' week by the 
Independent Voters of Illinois as Illinois 
Commerce Commission hearings on the 
issue continue in Chicago. 


Illinois Bell asked the commission last 


week for an interim rate hike averaging 
14 per cent in the City of Chicago and 20 
per cent in the suburbs. The petition for 
a speedy interim rate increase came af- 
ter several months "of hearings on the 
telephone company's original request 
last fall. The company had asked for 
rate boosts averaging 20^per cent in the 
city of Chicago and 30 per cent in the 
suburbs. 


Richard Means, a representative of the 


IVI, said his organization is among a 
number of organizations acting as inter- 
venors in the hearings before the ICC. 
"We are opposing the interim request for 
a rate increase as well as the original 
request," he said, adding that the group 
expects to testify this week before the 
commission.
